"It Is provided In Sec 30-1200 
that when an em'ergency develops 
the board ot county commissioners 
Is given the authority, by unani- 
mous vote, to find and declare the 
emcrgcncy^and to expand the bud- 
get and Ifjte.the other necessary 
and propen steps to meet the emer- 
gency." 

In regard to the county hoipIUI 
board's rtquesft lor a budget expan- 
sion of 170.000. Sweeley said he did 
not have the details upon which 
that request was based. 

"I assume the . request was made 
upon a study of tho eiUtlng altua- 
tlon and the reasonably necessary 
needs of the hospital for the rest 
of the fiscal year. The determina- 
tion of the scope of the expansion 
to be made U youra to work out." 
Sweeley told the commlasioneia. 

Sweeley said that when the cash 
In the hoepltoj revolving fund la 
exhausted that "hospital warrants 
wlU have to be registered pending 
the payment of fdrther money Into 
the hoepltal funds."
